Committee presented “guideline” recommendations to 
Columbus Police Chief Ear! Burden, a27-year-old black 
man was shot and killed by two white vice squad officers. 

According to a police department statement, Sherman 
Clafence Flint, of 619 South 22nd Street was shot and 
killed by undercover officers Gary Roundtree and Alan 
Shaub who “were working in plain clothes in an under- 
cover car on a prostitution assignment.” 

‘The officers were talking to (a) female (who 
approached the passenger side of their car) for approx- 
imately one minute when a male reached through the 
driver's open window, shoved something against the 
chest of Officer Roundtree and told. him ‘give me your 


money or you are dead’,” the statement said. 

After Officer Roundtree told the man that he only had 
acouple of dollars, (Flint) again allegedly told the officer 
to give him his money or he would kill him,” the state- 
ment continued. 

“Officer Roundtree took his money from nis pockets 
and gave it to the man. The man then started running 
west on McAllister Avenue. Both officers emerged from 
the car and Officer Roundtree yelled, ‘wait a minute, 
we're the police’,” according to the police statement. 

At that point, Flint allegedly “started turning toward 
the officers and at the same time was fumbling at his 
waistband.

Is TV’s ‘BirthOf A Nation’

“Beulah Land” is a TV 
version of ‘Birth Of A 
Nation,” veteran.actor Hal 
Williams declared during a 
recent interview. 

(“Birth Of A Nation” is a 
turn-of-the-century D.W. 
Griffith movie which por- 
trays even black elected 
representatives as little 
more than mindless, uned- 
ucated baboons.) 

- “Beulah Land” is a_six- 
hour NBC-TV" mini-series 
which, according to a full; 
page newspaper ad placed 
by the “Coalition Against 
the Airing of Beulah Land,” 
1s a direct insult to blacks 
and women everywhere!” 
Among other things, the 
ad. cites scenes from the 
series portraying ‘‘one 
woman beating, one inter- 
racial lesbian relationship 
(between slave and mas- 
ter), two suicides, three 
rapes, four murders on 
scréen, with more off-

“There is no way we can 
keep them (NBC network 
executives) from airing the 
film but we can speak out 
against it,” Williams said, 

noting that “programming 
people” are influenced by 
pressure as well as ratings. 

“Beulah Land” was orig- 
inally scheduled for tele- 
cast in May but, perhaps 


picketing by members of 
the Coalition Against the 
Airing of Beulah Land 
(CAABL), NBC executives 
changed their minds and 
reportedly delayed its air- 
ing until sometime this fall 


But, “aside from that par- | 


ticular show, the main 
problem is that there areno 
blacks in decision-making 
positions with the net- 
works," the Columbus 
native said. 

Consequently CAABL's 
objective extends beyond

members want to see tele- 
vision shows in general 
reflect “reality’--that is, to 
employ and depict all peo- 
ples proportionately with 
their population percen- 
tage and status. 


Fhis-is not happening — 


today. For example,

according to literature dis- 
tributed by Williams. 

Thus, above all else, he 
said he would advise 
would-be-stars to “be able 
to do something else 
because you can starve to 
death waiting to become. a 
professional performer.”

Summer,” May8through 
May 31, is astriking story of 
a middle-class black family 
in a small Northeastern 
city. : 
“Inner City,” June 26 
inrough July 19, is a musi 
cal. It is a catalogue of 
urban ills which moder- 
nizes the nursery rhymes 
so that the city’s illscan be 
seen in a more documen- 
tary way. It's all presented 
by a fascinating parade of 
characters who include a 
local congressman, a pros- 
titute, acop, adrug pusher, 
etc .., with each of them 
having achance to address 
the audience to tell their 
story and how things really 
work in the Inner City. 

With the exception of 
“Three Penny Opera” and 
“Once Upon A Mattress”, 
directors for the other 

-shows remain to be 
chosen. Carole, Khan- 
White, (executive diregtor 
of Columbus Stage Centre) 
will direct at least two of the 
productions. 

Ms. Khan-White says, 
“I'm quite excited about the 
coming season.

Because of the economie“and social’ 


changes of the last 25 years, most of our 
conventions have moved out of our 
neighborhoods. Therefore, the millions 
' of dollars spent, are largely lost to mer- 
chants and businesses iii ie Diack afeas. 
In fact thousands of these delegates and 
visitors never see anything but the down- 
town or areas adjacent to the convention 
site. ; 
Economically then, most of our con- 


ventions are a drain on our resources.. 


This tremendous spending power avails 
us nothing. ; 

This economic drain is one of the prices 
we are paying for desegregation of public 
facilities. Unfortunately we have no 
offset . for this loss as we do not own 
downtown hotels or other business that 
profit from convention spending: In fact. 
many conventions are held in hotels that 


do not even employ Black help. 

Those persons who select convention 
hotels and halls, should not blindly make 
these selections. .If we are going to spend 
our money we should. at least let it Duy 
some jobs for our people. 

Since most of our people don't live in 
the suburbs, selecting hotels in these 
areas are most inconvenient for delegates 
who want to make social visits to friends. | 
have attended some conventions that 
were so far removed from the areas where 
our peopis live that you were practically a 
prisoner in your hotel.

The sign she meant was the 
horoscope and zodiac. | 
sighed and thought pen- 
sively that what.a hoax ail 
that horoscope stuff. 

One does not tamper 
with others’ private beliefs 
of that outside the scope of 
the five: senses, which tells 
us about our existence and 
fortunes. Yet one cannot 
have patience with those 
who pelt out the skies with 
stars in specified agree- 
ments to aid predictions of 
what may come. 

The horoscope and 
zodiac (as a predictor of 
what is to come) grew out 
of an ancient Roman- 
Grecian pagan religion, the 
cult of Apotio, the sun god, 
had a shrine up at Delphia 
of northeastern Greece of 
the ancient world. The 
temple was attended: by 
priestesses who foretold 
the future. 

They were badly ambig- 
uous in fortune telling and 
reading people's charac- 
ters. Example: When 
Barius !!, the monarch of 
the Pars, started to invade 
Greece, he asked the Det- 
phi Oracle who would win 
the battle against Athens’ 
and Sparta. The pries- 
tesses replied: “When the 
ass of Asia kicks, there will 
be the fall of a mighty 
empire.” 

Darius, was sure of vic- 
tory by that prediction but, 
strangely enough, he lost 
everything but his shirt. 
One can easily see that vic- 
tory one way or-another 
would have fulfilled the 


-. prophesy. 


The horoscope purports 
to have its foundations in 
twelve star groupings 
around the sun; that is, the 
path of the earth around 
the sun. There are twelve of 
them and the name is the 
zodiac. Each group (with 
great imagination) repres- 


—ents some earthly being or 


thing. Their significance in 
astronony is which group 
or constellation the sun has 
as a background as the 
earth revolves around it 
annually.

As part of the Intera- 
gency A option Project the 
National. Urban League 
attempted to document 
statistically the situation of 
black children in foster 


‘care through a national 


survey of state depart- 
ments of social services. It 
discovered that in many 
instances racial data on 
children in foster care was 
not being kept thereby 
increasing the difficulty of 
informing the minority 
community of the relevant 
issues involved in foster 
care. 

The experiences and 
findings of the project, as 
well as a detailed'set of 
recommendations, are 
embodied in the report 
which can be used by 
administrators and social 
workers in the develop- 
ment of model black adop- 
tion projects. The report is 
available through The 
Interagency Adoption Pro- 
ject, National Urban 
League, 500 East 62nd 
Street, New York New York 
10021, at a cost of $2. 50 a 
copy. 

As an example of using 
community resources Ms. 
Eggleston pointed to the 
utilization by the project of 
black churches, civic meet- 
ings, fraternal groups, the 
media-- and particularly 
black newspapers, radio 
and TV-- billboards and 
bumper stickers to inform 
the community about 
adoption. | 

“We let the black com- 
munity know that we were 
speaking directly to it and 
as a result we were able to

McConnell, the first 
speaker, set the theme for 
those that followed in: lav- 
ishly toasting the honoree. 
. Judge Jones, reflecting 
on: his experiences with 
Francis in NAACP cases, 
noted that he was instru- 
mental in cracking: racial 
barriers in downtown thea- 
tres, hotels. “Separation of 
the races was a-way of life 
in Columbus,” the former 
NAACP Legal Counselor 
chief asserted. 

It shows that “one man 
can make the difference," 
che said. 

Jones alluded to the 


racial troubles of the 1960s 
and '70s as being history. 
But now in the 1980s, “we 
must be mindful of what 
lies ahead. Miami is saying 
that it's not over.” 

As an illustration of 
Francis’ achievernents and 
concerns for others, Jones 
closed his remarks with 
this story: 

A man with his family 
observed a loose board as 
they crossed a rickety 
bridge. After getting across 
safely, the man stopped 
and returned to nail down 
the loose board .on the 
bridge. His son asked, why 

,fix the bridge, we have 
already gotten across 
safely? The father said, 
yes, but we want to assure 
that others that follow us 
will also get across safely. 

That story graphically 
typifies the life of John 
Francie, lanes enid 

Francis, obviously moved 
by the laudatory remarks of 
the various speakers, dis- 
carded his prepared com- 
ments because he felt it is 
appropriate “for me to 
speak from my heart,” he 
said. 

After expressing sincere 
thanks to all involved, he 
pointed out that Columbus 
still has many problems 
that we must address and 
he served notice that he 
planned to be involved in. 
solving them. He said he 
was moved by the tributes 
which made him realize 
“there is no ease in the 
rocking chair.” 

While he expressed ‘the 
feeling of “owing it to this 
community to come back,” 
Francis said he prefers to 
“follow and let younger 
people lead. “We need 
young leadership, and 
some of us old dudes need 
to get behind: them and 
push,” he added.

Saying the black community is “looking for a plan” to 
turn its economic and social conditions around, a spo- 
kesman for the Federation.of Community Organizations 
gave notice the newly formed group is not ruling out legal 
action as a means of achieving 19 recommendations 
geared to improving black life. 

Clarence Lumpkins said, however, that the Federation 
hopes the public and business officials of Columbus and 
Franklin County would act on the recommendations 
without being forced to do so. 

“| don't see that (legal action) at this point in time 
because we haven't approached anyone. | see this as a 
tool that can be used. | would rather go through the courts 
than through the streets," Lumpkins said during a press 
conference last Monday. : ‘ 

The 19 recommendations are the result of the 1980 
Black Columbus Convention held April 11-13 at East High 
School and sponsored by the Federation. 

Spokesmen said the Federation intends to meet with 
black and white leaders from various sectors of .the city 
and county to seek their support in carrying out the 
recommendations. 

The Federation includes the Driving Park Area Com- 
mission, Marion-Franklin Association, Milo-Grogan. 
Association and the South Linden Leadership Group. 

Kahari Enaharo, chairman of the Driving Park Commis- 
sion, said other black community groups would be asked 
to join the Federation to press for a bette: quality of life for 
blacks.
